Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.]—it 
was the great Napoleon who delivered him- 
gelf of the simple financial maxim, “ One 
pank is easier to watch than several.’’ That 
declaration of his was the beginning of the 


great Bank of France, which is said to be. 


the largest financial institution im the world, 
and the Napoleonic principle algo applies to 
the proposed creation of a central bank of 
jssue in this country. 

The French people are mercurial. They 
bave bad an extraordinary financial his- 
tory. John Law's Mississippi bubble was 
an extraordinary production for its time, and 
in its way it was a greater catastrophe to 
France than anything ever known in this 
country. 

The payment of the indemnity by France 
to Germany measures the extraordinary re- 
sources of that country, and the strange 
thirig about it all, in the eyes of our conserva- 
tive financiers, is that the Bank of France 
has a circulation five times ag great as its 
deposits, amounting to a figure running up 
toward a billion dollars. 


Not Dollar of Required Reserve. 
There is behind this enormous circulation 
not a single dollar of required assets or re- 
serves. It is a credit currency pure and sim- 
ple, and yet it circulates dolar for dollar 
with the Bank of England notes, which are 
secured by gold, and the original issue of 


- German banknotes, which represent a mixed 


security of gold and commercial paper. 

They have plenty of money in France 
and they do great things with it. Thereisa 
large gold reserve in the bank, but it is not 
required to be kept by law, and it is there 
only because the directors of this state con- 
trolled institution voluntarily desire to pro- 
tect all of their demand obligations. 

It probably would be impossible to create 
fn this country anything like the Bank of 
France any more than we could have the 
Bank of England or the Imperial German 
bank. France is nominally a republic, but 
in reality it is a military bureaucracy. The 
government is so strong that it can maintain 
& central bank with branches in all de-

He told how, under her in- 
fluence, the aged man gradually learned to 
hate his son and his near relatives, how his 
property was dissipated in his efforts to en- 
tertain her, and of the insane infatuation 
which is told in a pile of 100 letters which 
he wrote to her. 


Saw Chicago’s “High Places.” 

One of the chief features of the story of 
Col. Snell's supposed ‘*mad infatuation " 
will have to do with a trip to Chicago on 
which he was accompanied by Mrs. Mc- 
Namara. On this trip, it is declared, Mrs. 
McNamara undertook to show Col. Snell the 
‘high places ’’ of the city. They staid ata 
well Known hotel and dined regularly at a 
prominent café. The trip, which was of but 
a few days’ duration, is said to have cost 
Snell a small fortune. Further insight into 
the methods of the young woman, who is said 
to have tamed Col. Snell, was given during 
the day by two letters which she wrote to 
him. The letters have notabeen opened ir 
court, but are still being jealously guarded 
by lawyers on both sides who have hopes 
that they never will be made public. The 
first letter simply was a request of Col. 
Snell's sweetheart for more funds. “ For 
bread and clothes,”’ shenaively asserts. Pre- 
suniption is that it is represented by one 
item in a long list of cheeks which Col. Snell 
sent to her.

Bank Is a Partnership. 


The Bank of France is a partnership be- 
tween private individuals and the govern- 
ment, although there is no division of profits. 
The republic receives a moderate income 
im the way of taxes in addition to large ad- 
vances of cash and assistance in taking care 
of federa! securities. It is a great money 
making institution beyond ali doubt. Its 
Gividends have run up beyond 35 per cent 
of the par value, and the merket value of 
shares frequently -has run well beyond 400 
cents on the dollar. 

There would be a great outcry in the coun- 
try if any one proposed to transplant here 
the French currency system, as a result of 
which the entire noté@ circulation of the pros- 
perous republic is based on the general assets 
of the central bank, which in turn makes its 
money by discounting the paper of the most 
active commercial people on earth. 


| 
It would startle our financiers to think it 


possible that with a capital of $35,000,000 a 
Central bank of issue, like the Bank of 
France, should put out $954,000,000 worth of 
Botes on its own credit, without any specific 
guarantee by the government. It is also pe- 
culiar to find at the same time that deposits 
@mounted to only $124,000,000. At that time 
the Bank of France held more than $480,000, - 
000 in gold to protect its notes and its de- 
posits alike. . 


Different from American Plan. 


These figures show the difference in the 
commercial banking of France and the United 
States. The two ‘countries can scarcely be 
compared. Here we pile up our deposits not 
only in national banks but in trust companies 
‘@8 Well, the total being many times as much 
&% our note circulation, including paper 
money issued by the government on its own 
account, certificates which* represent gold 
and silver, and bills issued by the banks 
themselves backed by the credit of the gov- 
érnment. ; 

Our banks here owe their depositors a great 
deal more than they owe the holders of their 
hotes, but in France the conditions are ex- 
actly reversed. The French business man 
Secures notes from his bank on a deposit of 
Regotiable paper, and the chances are that 
his deposit account is always an extremely 


, Small one, although he may be debtor to the 


bank for a large amount. The direct gold 
feserve of the Bank of France is a monu- 
ment to the prudence of the managers of that 
Sreat institution. because it is about half as 
Much as the combined debt of the bank with 
Roteholders and depositors. 

Those people who think that bankers al- 
Ways will issue circulation if they have a 
Chance may be surprised to learn that the 
Bank of France has scarcely ever of late 
years, if at all, reached the limit of its cir- 
culation.

Slurs by His Relatives. 

The other letter will be used to show the 
‘“ baleful and evil’’ influence which it is ex- 
pected to prove Mrs. McNamara exercised 
over Col. Snell. In it she is just affectionate, 
but speaks of supposed slurs which she be- 
lieves relatives of her aged sweetheart cast 
upon her. This letter reads: 

My Dearest Sweetheart—yYour letter written 
Sunday afternoon was received today. You can’t 
imagine how glad I was to see your dear hand- 
writing on the envelope the postman handed to 
me, for just think, dearest, I hadn’t received a 
line from you for a solid week. 

In your letter you mentioned the fact that one 
of those relatives of yours had spoken slurringly 
about my character in your presence. Of course 
you know better than to let them influence you 
against me. You do know how I love you, dear- 
est, now, don’t you? 

I love you with all the passion, all the fire 
women ever felt for men. I love you so much 
more than any of your relatives love you that 
there is no comparison, and you know that this 
is true.

Lark Cost a Fortune. 

Attorney Ingham egaid that he would pro- 
ducg witnesses who would tell of a Thanks 
g lark in Chicago, the lark being a lark 
of a trio which cost the millionaire a smal] 
fortune, and, it is declared, clearly showed 
that he was a child in the hands of Mrs. Mc- 
Namara. Early in the evening of Thanke- 
giving day, when the party was at a Chi- 
cago hotel, it is declared, efforts were made 
to get Col. Snell to start out for an evening’s 
‘‘jaunt’’ with Mrs. McNamara and some 
other persons who were present. But Col. 
Snell didn’t care to leave his room. Argu- 
ments failed to move him from his com- 
fortable position on a couch. 

Just then Mabelle appeared. ‘‘I will get 
him to come,” she promised her compan- 
fons. Then, according to the attorney, she 
practiced a mysterious power which she 
wields to influence the old man. She_placed 
her hand on the lapeliof his coat, whispered 
words in his ear, and led him to the hat rack, 
placed his hat on his head, and started him 
out. That was all. Not until the party 
reached a restaurant did Col. Snell appear 
to enthuse about the trip. There, !t was de- 
clared. the influence of soft music, hright 
lights, and luxurious trappings caused him 
to turn in wonder to Mrs. McNamara. 

‘‘Tt is no wonder,” he is quoted as saying, 
“that young men leave the strait and 
narrow path under such influences as these. 
I believe they might be excused for being just 
a little bit fast when they have these things, 
this sparkling wine, and these beautiful 
women to drink it with them.” 

And this, it will be declared, was all due to 
the spell that was cast by the eyes of the 
young woman. Further, it is declared Col. 
Snell was not himself when he could grasp 
a shred of paper upon which she had written 
endearing terms to him. Evidence will be In- 
troduced, Attorney Ingham declares, telling 
how he kept all these letters in an old trunk 
which he took to Bloomington with him when 
he was there and took back to Clinton when 
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San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 9.—The District 
Court of Appeals today set aside the judg- 
ment in the case of former Mayor Eugene 
E. Schmitz, convicted of extortion in the 
French restaurant case. The effect of this 
decision had hardly been grasped when 
Superior Judge Dunne, before whom Schmitz 
was convicted, came out in a sensational 
statement criticising the Court of Appeals 
for jts action. 

Judge Dunne, whose rulings were scored by 
the Court of Appeals, said: 

Court of Appeals Criticised. : 

‘Tt is to be regretted that the hearing of 
this appeal came up before a court whose 
members have relatives and intimate friends 
against whom many indictments were re- 
turned by the grand jury that returned these 
true bills. In yiew of these facts, I do not 
believe that the court was in the proper 
frame of mind: to give this matter an im- 
partial consideration and decide it strictly 
upon its merits. I am satisfied that the evi- 
dence and the law sustained the judgment 
and the verdict. I will further say that the 
jury which returned this verdict will be re- 
membered with respect and honor itn the 
community long after the court which set 
aside the verdict has been forgotten.”’ 

Both Schmitz and Ruef, when seen at the 
county jail tonight, refused to make any 
statement or comment upon the decision. 

Abe Ruef also benefits by the decision, be- 
cause it follows that he pleaded guilty to 
an act that was no offense against the laws 
ofthe state ~§ 

According to the Appellate judges the com- 
pelling of the French restaurants to pay 
‘‘ fees’ to Abe Ruef was not a crime, even 
though Ruef divided the “fees” with the 
mayor. 

After discussing the point the. court re- 
versed the judgment against Schmitz on the 
ground that no.acts constituting a crime have 
been proved against him. Abe Ruef, who 
pleaded guilty to extorting money from the 
French restaurants, is therefore equally 
guiltiess. 

Entitled to Release on Bail. 


The decision wipes out the French restau- 
rant cases, and pending charges of extortion 
against Schmitz and Ruef must be dis- 
missed. Both are now entitled to release on 
bail. If they obtain the necessary bonds- 
men they can remain at liberty until such 
time as a jury finds them guilty on oge of 
the indictments charging them with receiv- 
ing bribes from corporations. Owing to the 
number of cases against them, the bail, fig- 
ured at $10,000 a case, would reach an enor- 
mous figure. 

The news of the deeision spread rapidly 
over the city, causing consternation in some 
quarters and delight in others. 

District Attorney Langdon said Schmitz 
and Ruef will be prosecuted on other indict- 
ments that are public offenses. 


Erred in Admitting Evidence. 

The decision was written by Justice Cooper, 
The opinion comments on Judge Dunne’s 
ruling and says he erred in admitting hear- 
say evidence. 

“In our opinion,” says Cooper, “ the cross 
examination was entirely improper and was 
not confined ;to the matters on which the 
defendant was examined in chief.”’ 

This has reference to the answer Schmitz 
gave in regard to the payment to him of part 
of the $5,000 contributed by the restaurant. 

The attorneys for Schmitz at the trial had 
questioned Ruef as to whether he was tes- 
tifying in expectation of immunity. Judge 
Dunne refused to permit any of these ques- 
tions to be answered, holding that they were 
not proper cross examination, The Appel- 
late court says: 

“ These rulings were erroneous and highly 
prejudicial to the defendant.” 

The decision comments on Ruef having 
pleaded guilty to the same charges and then 
taking the witness stand against one who 
had been his friend. 

“ His conduct,” said the Appellate judges, 


“ There is no allegation as to any threat to 
injure any business in direct terms, but only 
the threat to prevent the parties from ob- 
taining a license to sell liquor.’’ 

A license to sell liquor is not property tn the 
ordinary sense of the word, says the court. 
Commenting on the second contention of 
Schmitz’s attorneys that there was no threat 
to do unlawful injury the court declares that: 

** We are clearly of the opinion that the in- 
dictment is insufficient because it does not 
@llege nor show that the specific injury 
threatened was an unlawful injury.*’ 


Not Unlawful to Extort Money. 

It is not an unlawful act, reasons the court, 
to threaten to hold up the licenses of the res- 
taurant keepers, or actually to do so. 

“Any one,” reads the decision, ‘“‘has the 
right to go before the board of police com- 
missioners, if that body will hear him, and 
object to the granting of license to sell liquors 
to a person who is keeping a place in violation 
of law. He has the right to threaten to do 
so. He would not be morally justified in ob- 
taining money to induce him not to carry out 
his threat, but if he did recelve money under 
such circumstances he would not come 
within the provisions of the statute. It is 
necessary to crimes to allege that the act was 
unlawful.’’ 

The concluding paragraph of the decision 
reads as follows: 

“Many other questions are discussed, as 
to refusing certain instructions asked by the 
defendant, and as to the insufficiency of the 
evidence to justify the verdict, but In view 
of the holding as to the indictment it would 
serve no useful purpose to discuss them. The 
judgment and order are reversed, and the 
trial court is directed to sustain the demurrer 
to the indictment, and to discharge the de- 
fendant as to such indictment.”’ 


Ohance for Ruef to Escape. 

Today's decision will have the effect of 
invalidating the other four indictments 
charging Schmitz as well as Ruef with ex- 
tortion, and-renders void the plea of guilty 
made by Ruef, as the Appellate court held 
that no crime had been committed. 

By this reversal it is feared that the prose- 
cution has lost its hold upon Ruef, and it 
was predicted tonight that the former po- 
litical boss now would refuse all over- 
tures for immunity, wholly or in part, to 
testify in the bribery graft cases and fight 
every Indictment. 

There still are pending against Ruef 126 
indictments, charging bribery, on which the 
total bail is $1,170,000, and Schmits would 
have to get bonds for $450,000 on the forty 
indictments that remain against him to se- 
cure his Hberty. 


GIRLS SAW BARS OF WINDOW; 
SLIDE DOWN ROPE OF SHEETS 


Four Inmates of Chicago Refuge Make 
Daring Escapes—Seen as They Scale 
Fence, but Escape Pursuers,

terday afternoon. They then descended from 
a third story window by sliding, sailor fash- 
ion, on a rope which they improvised from 
strips of sheets.

Oberlin M. Carter, former army engineer, 
lately imprisoned for the embezzlement of 
$700,000, has failed to save for himself the 
$400,000 held in his name which the United 
States government claims as part of the 
money of which it was defrauded. 

Judge Kohlsaat in the United States Cir- 
cuit court yesterday rendered a decision which 
in the main favors the government claim, 
The funds of Capt. Carter, who recently has 
been living in Chicago, had been run down 
by federal detectives in safety deposit vaults 
in several states and tied up with suits in 
federal courts. By agreement all these suits 
had been consolidated and tried before Judge 
Kohlsaat. 


Say Fraud Amounted to $2,225,000. 

The government in its case contended that 
the money represented part of the money of 
which it was defrauded by conspiracy of 
its engineer with Greene and Gaynor, the 
contractors who after long legal fight have 
gone this week to prison. River and har- 
bor improvements on the Georgia coast were 
oarried on under the direction of Capt. Car- 
ter. This money, Capt. Carter said, was 
given him by his father-in-law, the late 
Robert E. Westcott of New York, who was 
in some kind of partnership. with Greene 
and Gaynor. 

Judge Kohlisaat held that all such money 
which had any connection with Greene and 
Gaynor was tainted, could not be transferred 
through Westcott to Carter, and rightfully 
belongs to the government. The defendant's 
lawyers say that this does not include al] 
the $400,000, but that some wag received from 
Mr. Westcott’s private estate. . 

They also say the victory lies with Carter 
because the court did not pronounce him 
guilty of actual fraud, but of neglect in de- 
tecting the fraud of others and involuntary 
wrong in innocently accepting stolen prop- 
erty. 

Decision of Judge Kohlsaat. 

The hearing before Judge Kohlsaat lasted 
several weeks. The judge in his opinion said: 

“Even though Carter wags not in actual 
conspiracy with the contractors, yet if he 
knew of the vast profits and the prices al- 
lowed them on the earlier work it was his 
duty to investigate thoroughly the situation 
and see to it that the government thereafter 
paid no more than was fair and just. Even 
negligence under such circumstances would 
have amounted to fraud. 

“Tf, therefore, Carter was cognizant of 
the fact that the contractors were reaping 
an abnormal profit from the 1892 work and 
that Westcott was interested in that profit 
and was turning it over to him under any 
kind of a cover, he was false to his trust and 
should be held liable to make good to the 
government all the fruits of his fraudulent 
act. 

‘‘The court leaves the matter temporarily 
with the respective counsel to agree if possi- 
ble upon a Hst of those securities and prop- 
erty as to which, in view of the above finding, 
there is no contest, and the further consid- 
eration of the cause is continued for thirty 
days.’’ 

Comment by Carter’s Lawyer. 

Attorney Horace G. Stone, who represented 
Capt. Carter, said: 

“A careful reading of the opinion will 
show that the court was unable to sustain a 
single one of the government’s charges re- 
flecting on the honor of Capt. Carter. He 
did hold that which the defenae has admitted 
all along—namely: the evident fact that 
Westcott was a silent partner with Greene 
and Gaynor and that he probably shared in 
their profits. But it is not held that these 
profits were secured through collusion with 
or knowledge of Carter, who was in eer 
of the work. 

* Carter will be able to show that much of 
these funds are not traceabie’to Greene and 
Gaynor. He probably will turn over some of 
these funds. The worst that has been said is 
that he probably was the innocent holder of 
il] gotten funds, and he will be glad to get | 
rid of them if such is the case.”

City’s Crusaders Marshal Forces 
for Attack in Force. 


WAIT FOR DENEEN TO ACT. 


Will Launch Campaign When the 


Emergency Bill Is Signed. 


An active crusade against unscrupulous 
druggists and others engaged in selling co- 
caine is being organized by settlement work- 
ers, clergymen, and others interested in rid- 
ding Chicago of the crime producing traffic. 

An emergency bill making it a criminal 
offense for physicians and druggists to pre- 
scribe for or sell cocaine to habitual users 
has passed both houses of the legislature in 
the special session. All that remains to put 
the law into effect is Gov. Deneen’s signature. 

When the bill fs signed the cocaine fighters 
will start immediately a campaign for the 


| Suppression of the traffic, and there wil) be 


no temporiging with and druggiet, Physician, 
or other “coke ” agent who persists in: pre- 
scribing or selling the stuff. 

The new measure makes it unlawful for 
any person to sell or give away cocaine, alpha 
or beta eucaine, and any salt or compound 
derived from cocaine, except upon a written 
prescription of a registered physiciam ‘I‘he 
prescription, once filled, cannot be réfilled. 

An additional section makes it unlawful 
for physicians to prescribe cocaine, eucaine, 
or their derivatives.for any person addicted 
to the habitual use of the drugs. 


Offenders Face More than Fine. 

The measure imposes a maximum penalty 
of a fine of $1,000 and one year’s imprison- 
ment in the county jail for firat violations 
and for each succeeding offense the fine shall 
be not less than $200 or more than $1,000 and 
a jail sentence of not more than one year. 
Successive offenders, however, whether phy- 
siclan, druggist, pharmacist, or other li- 
censed person, shall have their licenses re- 
voked. 

“We are anxious that the governor sign 
this bill at the earliest possible opportun- 
ity,”” said Dr. Alice Hamélton of Hull house, 
an active fighter against the cocaine traffic 
in the west side levee. 

“Tt {s a law which we hope will aid us 
in putting to rout every unscrupulous drug- 
gist and cocaine seller in Chicago and the 


| State. Just as soon as the bill is signed we 


shall begin a crusade that will end only in 
sending a number of these persistent ones to 
jail if they don't stop it.”

CHALLENGES IN SALOON WAR 


Counter Defis by United Societies 
and W. C. T. U. 


EACH IS FOR A REFERENDUM 


But One Wants It on “Blue Laws,” 
the Other on Abolishing Saloons. 


Foeg of the saloon were divided from its 
friends by only a wall at the Sherman house 
last night. More than a hundred members 
of the United Societies met in one room to 
talk over the progress of the Sunday closing 
fight, while across the hall the Lincoln 
Young Men's Prohibition club was meeting. 
There was no visiting back and forth. 

A letter from Mrs. Emily M. Hill, president 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance union, 
was the subject of much comment in the 
meeting of those who stand opposed to ‘*hlue”’ 
laws. It was read by John Koelling, prest- 
dent of the organization. It was as follows: 

** According to newspaper reports and other 
sources, it is generally understood that your 
societies are desirous of having a vote taken 
in Chicago om the question of saloons or no 
saloons. If this is your attitude we wish to 
ask if you are willing to place this question 
on the baHot at next spring’s slection. To 
do this a petition signed by 25 per cent of 
the legal voters is necessary: Will you agree 
to secure one-half of this number if the tem- 
perance people will secure the other half?” 


Make Oounter Proposal. 

Mr. Koellihg said that he had replied to 
Mra. Hill, telling her that she did not have 
the right understanding of the United Socie- 
ties. His reply, in part, was this: 

“You, in common with others, are not ac- 
quainted with the scope of the principles of 
the United Societies. The United Secieties 
is no liquor dealers’ or saloonkeepers’ asso- 
ciation. It stands for local self-government, 
relating to ali so-called blue laws, including 
Sunday closing, bar permits for reputable 
societies, and insisting that the authority 


for‘the regulation of these questions be |. 


vested in local authorities as a majority of 
voters may decide. 

* With this end in view, are you willing, tn 
conjunction with us, to ask the state legis- 
lature to enact such laws as will give the 
local authorities the right to submit these 
propositions to a referendum?’ 

Mrs. Hill had replied to thie letter as fol- 
lows: 

“I note your statement that the United S0- 
cities is no liquor dealers’ or saloonkeepers’ 
association, and understand you are not in 
favor of a popular vote on the only saloon 


question, with reference to which the legisla- | 


ture has provided a legal and binding refer- 
endum. Therefore our organization does not 
wish to consider the proposition you submit.”’ 

The society did not reply to Mrs. Hill’s 
latest letter. 


Opposes Expense for Public. 

A resolution was passed declaring against 
the spending of taxpayers’ money for the 
payment of the costs of the cases tried against 
keepers of Sunday saloons.

AUSTIN 0. SEXTON IS DEAD; 
ONCE ACTIVE IN POLITICS. 


Life of Former Chicago Alderman Ends 
at the Residence of His Daughter in 
Hammond, Ind. 


Austin O, Sexton, once active in Chicago 
in state and local politics, died at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. John Fitzgerald, at Ham- 
mond, Ind., yesterday, after a week's illness. 
He was born on Aug. 15, 1852, in a house his 
father; a Chicago: pioneer, had built at Mich- 
igan etreet and La Salle avenue. He was 
admitted to the bar in 1876. 

After the fire of 1871, which destroyed the 
family residence, he moved out to Lake View. 
Though a democrat, he was three times 
elected to the legislature from the Sixth dis- 
trict, nanmally republican, and later was 
elected president of the board of education 
of Lake View. Before he had completed his 
term in 1889 the suburb was annexed to the 
city. Twice he was elected tothe city council 
from the Twenty-fifth ward. In 1803 Mr. Sex- 
ton was defeated by a republican landslide 
for judge of the Superior court, though he 
ran far ahead of histicket. In 1898 he served 
on the school board. Much of his time of re- 
cent years had been epent in Hammond, Ind., 
in connection with the business of the Ham- 
mond Distilling company, of which he was 
treasurer. 

Mr. Sexton was married in 1874 to Miss 
Mary I. Lyons of Chicago. His son and two 
of his three daughters are living in Chicago.

NOW LIVES IN OAK PARK. 


Letters to Son from the Rev. James 
Kaye Aid to Prosecution. ' 


Springfield, Iil., Jan. . 9.—[{Special.J—The 
Rev. James R. Kaye of Oak Park, former 
pastor of the First Presbyterian church at 
Lincoln, was placed on trial in the federal 
court today on a charge of counterfeiting. 

The arrest of Mr. Kaye followed the dis- 
covery of molds and metal in his former 
home at Lincoln. Kaye admits the property 
was his, but declared it wae used only for 
the purpose of making medals to be given 
to members of his Sunday school class for 
good behavior and proficiency in their les- 
sons. 

Letters written by the minister to his son, 
who had left home and joined a circus, also 
nse introduced as evidence by the prosecu- 

on. 


Says Letters Told of Coining. 

Ray Kuts, a printer from Lincoln, was the 
witness who testified regarding these letters. 
Kutz and Cecil Kaye, the son of the defend- 
ant, were companions. The witness said 
that, In June, 1906, he read a letter written 
by the Rev. Mr. Kaye to his son in which he 
referred to counterfeiting. 

According to Kutz, Cecil Kaye desired to 
leave his home and join a circus. His father 
objected, and after the bby-departed he was 
sent a letter by his father, in which he was 
asked to return. Kutz also said that the let- 
ter stated that “ the metal had been, burned 
and the molds had been destroyed. To join 
a circus is worse than counterfeiting.” 

The evidence showed that the elder Kaye 
met Kutz and discussed the matter with him. 
He insisted that Kutz had misconstrued the 
meaning of the letter and intimated his son 
knew that he had been experimenting ih 
making medals for his Sunday school class. 


Delay in Getting Jury. 

Capt. Porter of Chitago then took the 
stand and told of the discovery of the molds 
in the former Kaye residence at Lincoln. 

The profession of the defendant caused 
some delay in securing a jury to hear the 
case. United States District Attorney North- 
cott and Assistant Henry L. Converse, who 
are in charge of the case for the govern- 
ment, were strict in their questioning, asking 
each venireman if he was a Presbyterian and 
if the fact that the defendant is a minister 
would influence a verdict.

not. In these letters he invariably tnclosed 
money. It was no common thing; it is said, 
for a score of young women to awaken on a 
Saturday morning to find that they had been 
the object of Col. Snell’s bounty. Now, it 
appears, several women made so bold as to 
answer these letters, following them with 
other letters. As it is hourly expected that 
all off Col. Snell’s letters will be opened in 
court, the publicity that would be given 
these letters would be far from pleasant. 

The greater part of today’s hearing was 
taken up with the opening statements of at- 
torneys for both sides, and the hearing of 
witnesses as to the soundness of the dead 
millidnaire’s mind. 

Attorney Scores the Son. 

Attorney Lott Herrick, speaking In defense 
of Col. Snell and against the breaking of the 
will, told the life story of the millionaire. 
He told how he earned his $2,000,000 by his 
own effort in realestate deals and farming. 

**T want to say,” he said, turning to Rich- 
ard Snell, who is fighting to break the will, 
* that when efforts are made here to blacken 
the memory of the dead man who is notable 
to reply it is not strangers who are defam- 
ing him; it is hie own son. Bear that in mind 
when stories are told which purpose to show 
that Col. Snell was immoral.” 

Probably the most interesting of the “ in- 
sanity’ witnesses heard was Vespasian 
Warner, United States commissioner of pen- 
sions, who, peculiarly enough, was a centra] 
figure in the sensational Warner will case 
which stirred Clinton some time ago.

Case for Embroidery Silks. 

In these days, when hand embroidery is so 
much in demand, a necessary article in em- 
broidering is a case for the embroidery silk. 
It is a necessary luxury, for it keeps the s{lk 
and floss from becoming mussed, raveled, 
and untidy. Its construction is quite simple, 
and any one who does any amount of fancy 
work should spend both the time, money, and 
labor required to make this case rather than 
be without it. 

It requires two pleces of cardboard three 
inches wide and ten inches long. A fancy 
silk or a piece of brocaded or Dresden rib- 
bon is used to Gover the outside. This should 
be seven and a half inches wide and eleven 
inches long, and a lining of white China silk 
the same size ig psed. Three inches from 
each end on the longest side sew a piece of 
ribbon an inch wide and join it fo the oppo- 
site side. Now lay the China silk and the 
ribbon together evenly and sew through the 
middle, crosswise, with two rows of stitch- 
ing a quarter of an inch apart. Now place 
the cardboard, which you have previously 
padded with a layer of cotton batting, into 
each side and baste the outside covering and 
the Hning together so as to hold the card- 
board in. Now bind the four edges with the 
ribbom which was used for the little straps. 
Take a piece of white flannel eight inches 
long and two inches wide and pink the edge. 
Slip this under the two straps of ribbon on 
one side of thecase.

Builds Great Bank on Paper System. 
‘One would think the French people haé 
enough of pure flat money, and yet when 
wan ose a with hie strong hand, began to re- 
organize the finances of the country he turned 
to another paper money system,, but bullt up a 
single great bank which since that time hae 
absorbed the departmenta? banks so far as an 
issue of notes Is concerned. After the ex- 
perience of the Mississippi bubble and the 
revolution it would have been natural for the 
French to turm toward the Bank of England 


as a model except for their inherent dislike - 


of everything which came from the per- 
fidious Albion. They seem never te have 
thought of the coin secufed circulation like 
that of the English bank note, which be- 
cause of its coin backing ie good the world 
around, but which at the same time requires 
the presence at home of an enormous sup- 
ply of gold for ordinary retail and commer- 
cial one. 

It is to the eterna] credit of the Bank of 
France and of the French people themselves 
that they withstood the shock of the invasion 
of France by Germany, and the capture of 
Parie, which involved complete humiliation of 
the whole French people. The withdrawal 
of the German army involved the payment 
Of the stupendous indemnity of $1,000,000,000 
within ea period of three years, and $100,000, - 
000 of this had to be paid down on the nail 
thirty days after the restoration of order in 
Paris. It wasan undertaking serious enough 
to strain the resources of any bank or any 
people, and yet the Bank of France led in 
this remarkable traneaction, which is said to 
be the most extraordinary in the history of 
foreign exchange. 


People Subscribe for Loans. 


In the first place, the Bank of France loaned 
the government at once $300,000,000 so as to 
Then a series 
of loans were subscribed for by the people 
themselves, with the result that German de- 
mands were met in full more than six months 
in advance of the time fixed by the treaty of 

ace. 

tt was stipulated in the treaty that German 
soldiers should occupy strategic points in 
France until the money was paid. The gov- 
ernment was therefore enabled to appeal 
to the patriotism of the people, and peasants 
and shopkeepers si@scribed the billion dollar 
loan several times over. Gold and .silver 
hoarded in the provinces were placed at the 
disposal of the government in extraordinary 
fashion. The price of all foreign securities 
declined because every loyal Frenchman 
wanted to hold his own bonds and hasten the 
departure of the hated German soldiers. The 
result was that practically the whole loan of 
$1,000,000,000 was snapped up at once by 
Frenchmen themselves. 

Through that momentous transaction the 
Bank of France, no part of the capital of 


‘which is held by the republic, played the 


central part. It financed the whole stupen- 


4dous operation, and did it in such a way by 


the use of English and German commercial 


‘bills as to avoid any serious disturbance.of 
, the financial equilibrium of Europe.

V LIABILITY LAW. 


Measure Designed to Evade Provi- 
sions in Old Act Declared Illegal. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—An employers’ 
liability bill today was introduced in the house 
The 
measure is designed to exclude the grounds 


‘on which the present law was declared un- 
‘constitutional by the Supreme court of the 


United States. 

A main ground on which the Supreme court 
nullified the employers’ liability act was its 
inclusion of employés not actually engaged 
in the transportation of passengers or freight 
from one state to another—for instance, a 
yard master or a roundhouse hand. The 
Sterling bill intends to avoid this unconsti- 


‘tutionality by a literal text. 


The measure also provides that any com- 
mon carrier which has failed to comply with 
the safety appliance law or in opérating is 
violating any federal law shall thereby for- 
feit the right of alleging contributory_negli- 
gence as a defense in actions instituted by 
injured employés.

Cash for Bank Balances. — 

Considerably more cash was used by the 
banks during the day in the settlement of 
clearing house balances. On balances ag- 
gregating $2,407,000 the sum of $2,140,000 was 
paid in cash, leaving only about $260,000 to be 
settled with clearing house certificates. This 
was only a little more than 10 per cent of the 
total. - About $2,000,000 more clearing house 
certificates were retired, leaving the amount 
still out about $9,000,000. The fact that so 
few were used at the clearing house indi- 
cates the banks are preparing to retire the 
whole issue in the near future. 

The clearing house checks were further re- 
duced, leaving only $1,018,000 still in the 
hands of the banks. The total amount issued 
was $7,618,000 and the amount redeemed 
$6,605,000. ‘The banks have not only resumed 
cash payments to their customers but are 
also virtually on a cash basis between them- 
selves. 


Stock Exeghange Lease Signed. 

The lease by’ the Chicago Stock exchange 
of new quarters on the banking floor of the 
Rookery building was closed. It is expected 
the exchange will be moved within two 
months.. The architects have made good 
progress with the plans for the furnishings 
of the room. The lease runs for ten years 
at an annual rental of $15,000, the rent to 
begin May 1 on that part of the space now 
vacant, and on the rest when possession is 
given by the Corn Exchange bank, which will 
move next spring into its new building. 

The exchange has recently bought in five 
more memberships for cancellation, leaving 
the number of members now on the list 322. 
Efforts will be made to reduce the number 
down to those who are actually in the stock 
brokerage business, and it is stated that a 
rule will be passed limiting new member- 
ships to men so engaged. It is not improb- 
able that the dues will be raised to meet the 
extra expenses of the new location, which 
will make the exchange less attractive to 
those who belong only for the insurance fea- 
ture, 


Rock Island Bond Sale. 

It is reported, but not officially confirmed, 
that ‘the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railway has sold to Speyer & Co. a block 
of 4 per cent first and refunding bonds, the 
proceeds of which will be sufficient to take 
up the $6,000,000 of the company’s notes which 
mature in April. The security back of the 
notes is $7,500,000 of Rock Island, Arkansas 
and Louisiana first mortgage bonds. The 
reported purchase of these bonds excited 
favorable comment as indicating improve- 
ment in the general financial situation.

Westinghouse Financing. 
Westinghouse financing is progressing rap- 
idly. George Westinghouse is to subscribe 
for 53 per cent of the $7,000,000 of new stock. 
Subdcriptions are to be paid in eight install- 

ments over a period of two years. 

The National City bank, in its January 
circular, charges that banks outside of New 
York ““have gathered to themselves an un- 
due amount of cash.”” Concerning the gov- 
ernment bond market and the bank note cir- 
culation, it says: 

“There rarely has been a time when the 
future of the government bond market has so 
completely hinged upon the attitude of the 
treasury department as it does at present. 
There were $234,000,000 of government de- 
posits at the date of the last bank state- 
ment. They were secured. by $72,300,000 
United States bonds and $185,400,000 munic- 
ipal and railroad bonds. Between the last 
two statements of national banks, Aug. 22 
and Dec. 8, we have seen an increase of $62,- 
000,000 in the amount of government bonds 
deposited with the treasury department to 
secure circulating notes. There should now 
be a natural tendency to reduce circulation, 
reversing the process that has been so 
marked during the last three or four months. 

‘The retirement of circulation will release 
government bonds held to secure the notes. 
There will necessarily be a tendency from 
now on to reduce government deposits with 
the accompanying release of bonds deposited 
to secure government funds. So long as the 
department is disposed to insist that all 
bonds released by the reduction of.circula- 
tion shall be retained by the government as 
security for deposits in all cases where the 
bank reducing the circulation has deposits 
secured by other than government bonds, 
the department can by that attitude sustain 
the market for governments in the face of 
almost any normal reduction in circulation, 
and in spite of the large volume of bonds 
released from securing circulating notes. 
The department has in its power, therefore, 
the virtual control of the volume of gov- 
ernment bonds that would be released for 
sale on the market, and the future of quota- 
tions lies largely in 
secretary of the treasury

Frank B. Kellogg, who is general counsel 
for the Great Western, arrived from St. Paul 
during the day. 

“As I understand it,-the plan is to have 
the railway reorganized and financed in Eng- 
land, where most of the stock is held,”’ said 
Mr. Kellogg. ‘I have heard nothing to in- 
dicate the road would be sold tothe Canadian 
Pacific or any other company. I expect to 
see the receivership abandoned within a 
few months.”’

That switching rates in Chicago are fear- 
fully and wonderfully made was shown by 
the testimony of witneses before the state 
board of railroad and warehouse commission- 
ers yesterday. 

Anthony Zeman, traffic manager. for the 
Schoenhofen Brewing company, testified 
that within two years the rate charged his 
company by the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad for moving beer from the brewery 
on Canalport avenue and Bighteenth street 
to the branch housé on North avenue had 
jumped from $4 to $380 per car. 

When the complaint was filed with the 
commission the charge was dropped imme- 
diately to $4. 

Charles A. Shank, traffic manager for the 
National Brick company, the only other wit- 
ness examined, proved himself more than a 
match for the attorneys in technical knowl- 
edge of the freight business. The gist of his 
testimony Was that his company has three 
plants—Weber station, fifteen miles away; 
Chicago Heights, thirty miles distant; and 
Maynard, Ind., thirty miles distant. The 
rates for switching service to and from 
Weber station are greater than to and from 
either of the other plants.
